Claims 1,3-11 are allowed. Claims are renumbered 1-10. 

The claims are drawn to : A vaccine composition for inducing an immune response to a 
pathogen comprising a nucleic acid encoding an antigen eliciting an immune response 
to the pathogen encapsulated in a mucoadhesive controlled release particulate 
formulation comprising an open-celled polymeric foam of approximately 95 % void 
volume, or particles thereof. The prior art fails to disclose or suggest such a 
composition.
